It seemed easier to go to the rest 
room and swallow the pills. 


Boris Pasternak, writing in a 
brief autobiographical sketch, said 
that the human soul was essen- 
tially lonely and that in crowded 
cities it was the more lost and 
confused and unable to find any 
communion to assuage that lone- 
liness. It’s difficult to tell. There 
are many lonelinesses. In some 
of the old diaries we read about 
women cracking up and losing 
their minds from loneliness in the 
isolated cabins on the prairies. 


Once I remember hearing House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn talk about 
the days when he was a youngster 
on a Texas ranch. 


Lonely Days 


“What I remember,” he said, 
“were the lonely days. Just to 
see a dust swirl on the horizon 
ahd know it was a rider coming 
to the ranch was an exciting 
event.” 


When radio came to lonely 
farm houses in the distant reaches 
of the Western states and the 
long, harsh winters of the Dakota 
prairies, mental crackups declined. 


Carl Sandburg sald the best 
thing about loneliness I ever 
heard. Once when he walked along 
Glassy Mountain near Flat Rock, 
N.C., he said that the real test of 

in knowing how to 

. “You can’t let it 
lose you,” he said, “‘you've got to 
be able to think while lonely and 
tead while lonely. You've got to 
be able to subject yourself to self 
éxamination. The person who can 
use loneliness, instead of being 
used by it, has learned some- 
thing about life. You can’t just 
look at television, or play cards, 
or go to night clubs. There are a 
lot of places to run. But you can’t 
fun away. You've got to use it. 


“A lot of times,” he continued, 
“T go out in the woods and walk 
till I’m tired. And then I sit on 
a stump or a rock and I say to 
myself, “All right, Sandburg. 
Let’s think about you for a while. 
Where are’ you going? Where 
have you been? What sort of per- 
son are you, anyhow, Sandburg?” 


Mitzi Dore, weeping in the rest 
room of an aircraft winging its 
way to California, while she got 
up her nerve to swallow the pills, 
didn’t know how to use her lone- 
liness. She has a lot of company.

He said he also told them he ex- 
pected their “‘full cooperation’ in 
operating the hospital. 


SMOOTH OPERATION 


“There must be no interference 
with the smooth operation of the 
hosptal,’’ he added.

He said 80 per cent of the pa- 
tients treated under the new pro- 
gram have shown improvement. 


The program of intensive, short- 
term treatment of the mentally 
ill has been conducted during the 
past year by the Health depart- 
ment’s division of.mental health 
under Dr. Trawick Stubbs. 


METHODS URGED BEFORE 


Intensive treatment methods 
have been urged for some time 
by leaders in the mental health 
field. The program varies sharply 
from the treatment program 
which has been carried on at the 
Milledgeville State Hospital, 
which was criticized in a Med- 
ical Assn. of Georgia report last 
week for its antiquated treatment 
concept. 


The report apparently points to 
new directions which will be used 
in the treatment of the mentally 
ill since the Milledgeville institu- 
tion has been transferred from 
the Welfare department to the 
Health department. 


The intensive treatment pro- 
gram has been administered in 
hospitals at Augusta, Columbus 
and Macon. 

CARE OUTLINED 

In addition, patients receive fol- 
low-up care including out-patient 
visits, nursing services of local 
health departments and vocation- 
al rehabilitation, as well as care 
of the family physician.

PANAMA (UPI)—A rebel in- 
vading force from Cuba has cap- 
tured a small coastal village after 
exchanging fire with two national 
guard landing barges, the govern- 
ment announced Monday night. 


The announcement came after 
the United States issued a state- 
ment that it had authorized an 
arms shipment to Panama to help 
fight off the invasion. 


A communique said the invad- 
ers took control of the village of 
Nombre de Dios, about 75 miles 
from Colon.

Truman inaugurated the Wil- 
liam Radner Lectures on Pubiic 
Law and Government, estab- 
lished at the university by the 
family of the man they memo- 
rialize.

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Big Month Ahead 
In Foreign Affairs 


Secretary of State Herter left for Paris 
yesterday for meetings to begin Wednes- 
day with British, French and German 
foreign ministers. The talks are prepara- 
tory to a meeting with the Soviet Union’s 
foreign minister on May 11 at Geneva. 


Presumably out of it all will come a 
summit meeting of heads of state later 
in the year. 

The meeting of the Western allies is 
not the only such gathering this week. 
Foreign ministers of the Communist 
world began talks yesterday in Warsaw. 
Speculation has it that main purpose 
of this conference is to explore ways to 
widen cleavages in Western diplomatic 
approaches and to take advantage of the 
departure of Secretary of State Dulles 
as leader of the Western alliance: 

It is thus very much an essential that 
the Western foreign ministers reach 
agreement on their program. There al- 
ready is agreement on broad aspects such 
as no appeasement or retreat but details 
of just how far to go in negotiations find 
wide differences. 

Principal problems, of course, remain 
the unification of Germany in freedom, 
a security settlement for Europe and 
agreement on political questions still 
pending from World War II. 

The West apparently is willing to 
make some concessions for German uni- 
fication. Under consideration are pro- 
posals to create a Central European se- 
curity zone with armament inspection 
and control and eventual armament limi- 
tation to guard against surprise attack. 

The West will stick to its basic po- 
sition that the balance of power must be 
preserved in Western Europe and that 
until the whole German problem is set- 
tled allied troops will remain in Berlin. 

The Soviet Union, according to diplo- 
matic observers, primarily is concerned 
with preserving the status quo of its 
satellite empire. It would like to be re- 
lieved of some of the present pressures 
on that empire from the West and the 
resulting high military costs to hold it 
intact. . 
May will be an important month in 
this chessboard of diplomacy. Still un- 
changed is the May 27 date in which 
Khrushchev says Russia will turn over 
administration of Berlin to the East Ger- 
man government and end its occupation 
treaty. It is quite possible the Soviet 
pressure will lead perilously close to the 
brink of war. The major reason for op- 
timism is that the West can achieve unity 
and that Khrushchev does not want War 
any more than we do.

Burglary Squad Proves 


Effectiveness of Patrol 


Evaluation by Police Chief Jenkins of 
the effectiveness of his specialized bur- 
glary squad after a 30-day trial period 
is most encouraging. He reports there 
has been a 40.3 per cent decrease in 
burglaries as a result of overtime work 
by a squad of 20 men. 

The chief found it surprising that in 
the 30-day period the number of thefts 
had been reduced to 148 from last year’s 
248 in a similar period. On the basis of 
it, he feels justified in asking that the 
squad be increased to 40. He plans to 
make such a request to the board of 
aldermen. 

The squad, operating as foot patrol- 
men, has succeeded in saving the busi- 
ness community considerable sums of 
money if these figures are any guide. 
The conclusion, of course, is that police 
effectiveness is tied to its manpower 
problem. It tends to prove again that 
the community gets the type of law en- 
forcement it demands and is willing to 
pay for. : 

Success of the chief's experiment 
justifies its extension and enlargement 
if there is any way the funds can be 
found. A major reduction in the rising 
crime rate, it seems to us, is an objective 
all citizens will support.

Let House Follow Suit 
On Kennedy Labor Bill 


Passage of the Kennedy labor bill, 
with strengthening amendments—includ- 
ing a “bill of rights” for union members 
—is a beginning toward correcting al- 
most incredible autocracy and corruption 
within the ranks of organized labor. 

That such legislation was needed and 
long overdue is admitted by most rep- 
utable leaders of labor. That the rank 
and file have been exploited by corrupt 
officials who played high, wide and 
handsome with the large sums of money 
under their control is on the record. 

While there were some concessions to 
political pressures of organized labor, the 
bill on the whole is' good. It tends to 
restore union power to its members, en- 
abling them to regain ultimate control 
from corrupt leaders. It protects their 


finances and gives them a voice to which © 


their paying of dues entitles them. 

In the debate on the measure, Sen. 
McClellan, of Arkansas, declared: 

“ . . Every citizen of the nation is 
a victim to a degree of the consequences 
of the spread of corruption . . . and the 
most tragic potential victim of all is the 
honest, decent, idealistic union movement 
itself. .. . The workers of the country, 
indeed ... all our people, are looking to 
Congress to do something about this evil.” 

Sen. McClellan’s labor rackets in- 
vestigation clearly established the need 
for strong control legislation. The Sen- 
até, in approving the measure by a vote 
of 90-1], has given it a big boost toward 
House passage. Disagreements in both 
House and Senate last year resulted in 
its being temporarily shelved. This time 
the House should give it speedy approval.

Extra Meaning Attached 
To Mental Health Week 


The annual observance of Mental 
Health Week, which began yesterday, 
this time is full of significance as far as 
Georgia is concerned. 

It comes at a time when major 
changes for the better at last are being 
instigated at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital. The transfer of control from the 
State Welfare Department to the State 
Health Department, followed by the ap- 
pointment of Dr. John Venable, assistant 
head of the latter agency, as hospital 
director, are the first of several steps 
important to the future of the institution. 

The week-long observance also comes 
at a time when increased recognition is 
being focused upon the necessity of a 
new approach to the over-all problem of 
the prevention and cure of mental ill- 
nesses. 

In connection with the latter, for in- 
stance, the annual report of the health 
department shows that 80 per cent of 
the mental patients placed under the 
state’s new intensive treatment program 
have shown marked improvement. 

Results of the work,- which is being 
done at Augusta, Columbus and Macon, 
point to the wisdom of early activation 
of the psychiatric ward at Grady. Hos- 
pital. Its idleness stands as a glaring 
example of wasted potential. 

Public apathy received a badly needed 
jolt as the result of the investigation at 
Milledgeville. The new attitude toward 
treatment of the mentally ill must be 
perpetuated and broadened so as to bring 
about the establishment of screening 
centers, strategically located psychiatric 
units, establishment of a _ psychiatric 
center in Atlanta, and the training of a 
larger number of specialists to treat 
mental cases. 

A beginning—a good one—has been 
made at Milledgeville. But let’s remem- 
ber that the state still has far to go to 
catch up not only at Milledgeville but 
in other fields relating to mental health.

REPORTS ACTED ON 


Acting on three separate reports 
from the Committee on Inter- 
church Relations, the Assembly 
spent two and a half hours Mon- 
day afternoon and evening debat- 
ing the issue. 


A minority report asking. that 
the Assembly submit the matter 
to the 83 Presbyteries for a vote 
on continued membership in the 
Council was rejected 341 to 116. 


This report, a strongly worded 
attack on the National Council, 
said policies and objectives of the 
Council “‘have caused great unrest 
and division in the membership 
of our’ church.”’ 


POINTS TO HISTORY 


The report charged that a Bib- 
lical church should not concern 
itself with such political matters. 
“History abundantly warns that, 
if the church presumes to dictate 
to the state, soon the state will 
control the church.”

Of the 14 signers of the report 
upholding the right of the confer- 
ence to speak, 12 were ministers. 
Eight of the 13 signers of the 
minority report attacking the 
Council were laymen. 

Major objection to the confer- 
ence statement on Red China 
stemmed from possible effects on 
mission activities. However, two 
missionaries, one from Iran and 
another from the Belgian Congo, 
were among the ministers signing 
the report upholding the right of 
the conference to speak. 

Dr. William Pressly, superin- 
tendent of Westminster Schools in 
Atlanta, served as chairman of 
the committee on inter-church 
relations. He said, “‘The commit- 
tee would not have you think we 
question the right of the con- 
ference to make such a state- 
ment. Our action simply means 
we do not approve the recogni- 
tion of Red China.” 

In other action Monday, the 
Assembly: 

Voted to restudy the church’s 
beliefs on predestination; adopted 
a record budget of $9,186,054 for 
1960, an increase of 1.2 per- cent 
over the current budget; voted to 
liberalize the church’s stand on 
remarriage of divorced persons.

Kirkpatrick said several things 
must be considered. 


Port Angeles, a city of 11,000, 
won out over 160 others because: 


A. It consistently has held its 
fire losses down, 


B. It has an alert, well equipped 
fire department, and 


C. It has worked hard keeping 
its citizens interested in fire pre- 
vention. 


FIRE CHIEF IS KEY 


“But you can’t do anything un- 
less you have a good fire chief,”’ 
Kirkpatrick said. “A good chief 
will pitch in and work like the 
dickens on something like this.”’ 


Whereupon he led the way to an 
enormous scrapbook in which 
were pasted accounts of what Port 
Angeles had done to come in the 
winner. 


Appropriately for a chamber of 
commerce contest, a description 
of the place began like this: 
“With her toes dipped in the cool, 
blue waters from the sea, with a 
giant cluster of snow-clad jewels 
for a crown, the Port of Our Lady 
of the Angeles basks in one of the 
most dazzling settings in the 
world.”

US. Courts Overloaded, 
Justice Lags 3 Years 


By JACK KAPLAN 


Hundreds of Georgia citizens, entitled to “prom ~ 
asa under the United States judicial system, 
ave to wait up to three years for their day in court. 


More than 980,000 cases are 


judges cannot stem the tide of 
incoming lawsuits. 


Legal authorities say a case 
should be tried within six months 
of its issue. The federal court in 
Atlanta, which serves the north- 
ern section of Georgia, has a 
waiting period of 18 months, six 
months longer than the national 
average. 


Civil cases are the villains in 
court-clogging. 


WORK LOAD RISES 


In the federal court here, 506 
civil cases were pending in July 
1958. U. S. Judges Boyd Sloan 
and Frank A. Hooper heard and 
terminated 156 of those suits by 
September, but during the same 
period, 175 new cases were begun. 


After three months of tedious 
labor, the judges still had 525 
cases pending—19 more than they 
started with. 


If the two judges tried all pend- 
ing cases, civil and criminal, it 
would take over a year to ex- 
haust the backlog . . . and that 
is if no new cases were started 
during that time. 


Suppose the judges did, some- 
how, get ahead of their work- 
load? Then lawyers from other 
districts seé¢king a quick trial 
would bring their suits to this 
district, and the backlog would 
quickly rebuild. 


How did the federal courts 
come such judicial treadmills 


TRAFFIC LAWSUITS 


Largely through the great in- 
crease of “personal injury” 
cases stemming from motor ve- 
hicle accidents. These lawsuits 
hit the federal courts if “divers- 
ity of citizenship” exists. 


The legal term means simply 
that the two auto owners are 
insured by companies headquar- 
tered in two different states. 


This type of lawsuit rose steadi- 
ly until July, 1958, when the to- 
tal number of personal injury 
suits finally began to drop. The 
falloff was due to a federal rul- 
ing, “the Act of July,” which 
raised the amount of money in- 
volved in a federal case from 
$3,000 to $10,000. 


CRIMINAL TRIALS 


Criminal cases, which ordinari- 
ly do not overburden the court, 
are more of a factor in the At- 


lanta area.

this area is a “catchall of crim- 
inal cases.” 


“We find every type of fed- 
eral lawbreaker either in Atlanta 
or passing through,” he said. 
“Our law-enforcement agencies 
catch many offenders on the 
way to and from Florida. At- 
lanta, being a hub of the South, 
attracts those people.” 


The court here handled more 
than 100 criminal cases between 
July and September last year. 
On a national basis, however, 
criminal cases dropped about 1 
per cent. 


What is the answer to judicial 
stoppage? 


Judge Hooper believes a sys- 
tem similar to the one used in 
England would help. 


ASSISTANT JUDGES 

“In the English judicial sys- 
tem, there are ‘assistant judges’ 
who handle pretrial discussions 
and most of the details and pa- 
perwork,” he said. There are 
about two of those assistants for 
every three judges.” 


“I spend four weeks on the 
bench, then have to put in a 
week going over paperwork. An 
assistant judge could relieve me 
of some of that trivial work and 
allow me to hear more cases.” 


Judge Hooper said additional 
judges would require more office 
space, stenographical help and 
library facilities, but assistant 
judges could set up in the offices 
of existing judges. 


Three suggestions have been 
made by the director of the ad- 
ministrative office of the U. &. 
Courts in a quarterly report. 


These suggestions call for addi- 
tional judges, new plans and 
programs to streamline adminis- 
trative processes in the judiciary 
and action by the bar to promote 
dispatch in the handling of cases 
by all attorneys. 


“Until these needs are met,” 
the report said, ‘‘there will exist 
little hope of making an inroad 
into the mammoth backlog of 
cases facing our federal courts.”

To Needy 
Is Assailed 


A New York welfare leader 
Monday called for elimination of 
“archaic and inhuman” state resi- 
dence requirements for public 
aid to the needy and sick. 


Antonio A. Sorieri, deputy com- 
missioner of the New York State 
Department of Social Welfare, ad- 
dressed nearly 100 delegates at- 
tending the Southeastern Regional 
Conference of the National Trav- 
elers Aid Assn. at the Dinkler 
Plaza. 


America is “a nation on the 
move," Sorieri said. ‘‘The popu- 
lation shifts in response to chang- 
ing economic requirements, with- 
out regard to residence require- 
ments for public assistance.” 


HIGHEST STATES 

Sorieri noted that ‘“‘the states 
which show the highest net civil- 
jan in-migration are Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Michigan, Mary- 
Jand and Ohio.” 


In those states, he said, “‘resi- 
dence restrictions range from 1- 
to-5 years.” 


Sorieri advocated that federal 
aid be made available to the re- 
lief program in each state which 
now provides for needy non-resi- 
dents. He urged that elimination 
of a state’s residence require- 
ments be a prerequisite to obtain- 
ing federal aid. 


“We are on the verge of man’s 
travel through space,”’ Sorieri 
said, “yet the greatest distance 
we have to travel seems to lie be- 
tween the heart of one man and 
his brother.”

where they’re going or sufficient money to get there. 


Sit around any waiting room for an hour or so and you'll know 
the people I mean—young runaways bravely and ill-advisedly bent 
on conquering the world, women with children hopefully following 
the shining dream of some impractical, job-hopping man who at 
the last minute either forgot to meet them or was too ashamed 
to admit that he had no job and no place for them to stay. Old 
folks driven by some senile urgency to see faraway places .. . 


the lost, the lonely, the temporarily helpless . . 


. these I under- 


stand and, I’m glad to say, the Travelers’ Aid understands, too. 


The bus station policeman picked up an old man the other day 
who is an example. He had apparently left home briskly and 
purposefully with some urgent errand in mind in the city. But 
by the time he arrived here all his 72 years dragged heavily at 
his limbs and he was confused and depressed. He thought he had 
some business with the government, having to do with his World 
War I service. He thought he had $55 for his expenses. 


But he couldn’t find his money and he couldn’t remember his 
destination. Worse than anything, he realized with horror after 
the policeman took him to the Travelers’ Aid, he couldn’t remem- 


ber where his home was or the names of any of the fine and in- | 


fluential friends he had expected to see during his visit. 


The Travelers’ Aid worker, armed with scanty and unpromis- 
ing clues, set to work to find where he was from and to keep him 
soothed and reassured and still while she worked. 


“He was very uneasy, restless and upset,’’ the young woman 
reported later. “‘He wanted to be going somewhere. We were afraid 
he would wander off in the city, get hit by a car or get lost. We 
knew that somewhere people were worried about him and were 


looking for him.”’ 
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Sure enough, they were. After hours of unremitting phoning | 
and record checking they found he was from a little country town, | 
they talked with his worried relatives and finally at 2 a.m. they 


put him on a bus for home. 


Something about that old man who “wanted to be going some- 
where” appeals to me. His name is legion. People in trouble fre- 
quently travel. If a situation seems unbearable here, how human 


it is to go there! 


Travelers’ Aid workers, unlike mere information clerks, are 
not content to send the weary wanderer on his way. They have the 
skill and they take the time to find why he’s wandering and to 
help him reach the best possible destination. I’m glad they're on 
the job and I hope they have a fine meeting this week.

C.R. Brown 
To Retire 


More than 80 friends and col- 
leagues Monday tossed a “‘sur- 
prise party” for West Fulton 
High School’s C. R. Brown, a 
veteran educator who has de- 
voted 45 years to the public 
schools. 


The occasion was Brown’s 65th 
birthday, an age which means 
mandatory retirement in the At- 
lanta school system. However, 
Brown will continue in his post 
as counselor and chairman of the 
mathematics department at West 
Fulton until Aug. 31.

“TIT was the one teacher,” he 
said.

During his long teaching ca- 
reer, Brown has served as head 
of schools at Nashville, Ga.; 
Manchester, Butler and College 
Park (1925-28). 


AT FULTON 


He taught mathematics at 
Fulton High School immediately 
before moving to West Fulton 
as chairman of the new school’s 
math department. 


Brown met his wife, the for- 
mer Miss Aurelia Childs, in 1917 
when she was teaching the sixth 
and seventh grades at Butler 
Elementary School. They were 
married in June 1918. 


The Browns reside at 1247 
Greenwich St., SW. They have one 
son; Warren Reid Brown, of 1627 
Carter Rd., Decatur, and one 
daughter, Mrs. Ralph Beinecke, 
of 1588 Nottingham Way, NE.
